On No 4 mm needles, 22 sts and 30 rows to 1 0 cm 
(stocking stitch).

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Coat 

BACK 

With No 314 mm needles, cast on 87 [93] sts and K 1 
row. 

Change to No 4 mm needles and work in patt as 

follows: 1st row — (Right side), K. 2nd to 5th row — K. 

6th row — P. 

7th row — K1 [4], * M B, K3; rep from * to last 2 [5] sts, 
MB, K1 [4]. 8th row— P. 

Rep 1 St to 8th row once more, then 1 stto 4th row 
again. 

Starting with a K row, work in stocking stitch and shape 
as follows: Next row — (K10, K2togtbl) twice, Kto last 
24 sts, (K2tog, K1 0) twice. Work 9 rows. 

Rep these 1 0 rows until 63 [69] sts remain. 

Work straight until Back measures 25 [26] cm, ending 
with a K row. 

Next row — P6 [9], * P2tog, P5; rep from * to last 8 [1 1 ] 
sts, P2tog, P6 [9] (55 [61 ] sts). 

Shape raglan and work in patt as follows: 1st and 2nd 
rows — Cast off 2 sts, K to end. 3rd row — K2tog, K to 
last 2 sts, K2tog. 4th and 5th rows — K. 6th row — P. 

7th row — K2tog, KO [3], * MB, K3; rep from * to last 3 
[6] sts, MB, KO [3], K2tog. 8th row — P. 9th and 10th 
rows — K. 11th row — ^As3rd. 12th row — K. 

Starting with a K row, continue in stocking stitch dec 1 
St at each end of next and every alt row until 1 9 [2 1 ] sts 
remain, ending with a P row. 

Leave sts on a spare needle. 

LEFTFRONT 

With No 314 mm needles, cast on 43 [46] sts and K 1 
row. 

Change to No 4 mm needles and work in patt as 

follows: 1st row — (Right side), K. 2ndto5throw — K. 
6th row— P. 7th row — K1 [4], * MB, K3; rep from * to 
last 2 sts, MB, K1 . 8th row— P. 

Rep 1 St to 8th row once more, then 1 st to 4th row 
again. 

Starting with a K row, work in stocking stitch and shape 
as follows: Next row — (KIO, K2togtbl) twice, Kto end. 
Work 9 rows. 

Rep these 1 0 rows until 31 [34] sts remain. 

Work straight until Front measures 25 [26] cm, ending 
with a K row. 

Next row — P2, * P2tog, P5; rep from * to last 8 [1 1 ] 
sts, P2tog, P6 [9] (27 [30] sts). 

Shape raglan and work in patt as follows: 1st 
row — Cast off 2, K to end. 2nd row — K. 3rd 
row— K2tog, K to end. 4th and 5th rows— K. 

6th row — P. 7th row — K2tog, KO [3], * MB, K3; rep 
from ♦ to last 2 sts, MB, K1 . 8th row — P. 9th and 10th 
rows — K. 11th row — ^As 3rd. 12th row — K. 

Starting with a K row, work in stocking stitch dec 1 stat 
beg of next and every alt row until 14 [16] sts remain. 
Worki row. 



Shape neck as follows: Next row — K2tog, K9[10], 
turn and leave remaining 3 [4] sts on a safety-pin. 

Dec 1 St at neck edge on next4rows, atthesametime 
deci St at raglan edge on every alt row until 2 sts - 
remain. 

Next row — P. Next row — K2tog and fasten off. 

RIGHTFRONT 

With No 314 mm needles, cat on 43 [46] sts and K 1 row. 

Change to No 4 mm needles and work in patt as 

follows: 1st row — (Right side), K. 2nd to 5th row — K. 

6th row — P. 

7th row — K1 , * MB, K3; rep from * to last 2 [5] sts, MB, 
K1 [4]. 8th row— P. 

Rep 1 St to 8th row once more, then 1 st to 4th row 
again. 

Starting with a K row, work in stocking stitch and shape 
as follows: Next row — Kto last 24 sts, (K2tog, KIO) 
twice. Work 9 rows. 

Continue shaping and work to match Left Front, 
reversing shapings, noting that the 7th row of raglan 
shaping will be worked as follows: K1, * MB, K3; rep 
from * to last 3 [6] sts, MB, K0[3], K2tog. 

SLEEVES 

With No 314 mm needles, cast on 28 [30] sts and K 6 
rows. 

Next row — K4[3], * Ml, K1, Ml, K2; rep from* to last 
3sts, Ml,K3(43[47]sts). 

Change to No 4 mm needles and work in patt as 
follows: 1st to 5th row— K. 6th row— P. 7th row— K3 

[1], * MB, K3; rep from* to last 4 [2] sts, MB, K3[1]. 

8th row — P. 9th to 12th row — K. 

Starting with a K row, work in stocking stitch until 
sleeve seam measures 1 5 [1 8] cm, ending with a Prow. 

Shape raglans and work in patt as follows: 1st and 
2nd rows — Cast off 2, K to end. 3rd row — K2tog, K to 
last 2 sts, K2tog. 4th and 5th rows — K. 

6th row — P. 7th row— K2tog, K2 [0], * MB, K3; rep 
from * to last 5 [3] sts, MB, K2 [0], K2tog. 8th row— P. 
9th row — ^As3rd. 

10th row — K. 1 1th row — As 3rd. 12th row — K. 

Starting with a K row, work in stocking stitch dec 1 st at 
each end of next and every alt row until 5 sts remain, 
ending with a Prow. 

Leave sts on a safety-pin. 

MAKE UP AND BORDERS 

Do not press. - 

Join raglan, side and sleeve seams. 

Neck Border: With right side facing and No 314 mm 
needles, K3 [4] from right front, knit up 7 [8] sts up right 
side of neck, K5 from right sleeve, 1 9 [21 ] from back, 5 
from left sleeve, knit up 7 [8] sts down left side of neck, 
then K3 [4J from left front (49 [55] sts). 

K 6 rows. Castoff. 

Button Border: With No 314 mm needles, cast on 6 sts 
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and work in garter stitch (every row K, noting that 1 st 
row is wrong side) until Border, when slightly 
stretched, fits up Left Front to top of Neck Border, 
ending with wrong side facing. Sew in position as you 
go along. Castoff. 

Buttonhole Border: Work as for Button Border with 
the addition of 5 buttonholes, first to come 1 4 cm up 
from lower edge, last in centre of Neck Border and 
remainder spaced evenly between. 

First mark position of buttons on Button Border with 
pins to ensure even spacing, then work buttonholes to 
correspond. 

To make a buttonhole — (Right side), K3,yfwd, K2tog, 
K1. 

Sew on buttons. 

Bonnet 

With No 3V4 mm needles, cast on 71 sts and K 1 row. 

Change to No 4 mm needles and work 1 st to 8th row 

of patt as for 1 st size of Back of Coat. K 4 rows. 

Starting with a K row, work in stocking stitch until work 
measures 1 0 cm, ending with a P row and dec 1 st at 
centre of last row (70 sts). 

Shape crown: Next row— K2, (K2togtbl, K7, K2tog)6 
times, K2 (58 sts). Work 3 rows. Next row — K2, 
(K2togtbl, K5, K2tog) 6 times, K2 (46 sts). Work 3 rows. 

Next row— K2, (K2togtbl, K3, K2tog)6times, K2 (34 
sts). Work 1 row. Next row — K2, (K2togtbl, K1, K2tog) 
6 times, K2 (22 sts). Work 1 row. 

Next row— K2tog, (K3tog) 6times, K2tog (8 sts). 

Breakyarn, thread through remaining sts, draw up 
tightly and fasten off securely. 

MAKE UP AND NECK BORDER 

Do not press. 



Join seam from 1 cm below start of crown to centre of 
crown. 

With right side facing and No 314 mm needles, knit up 
41 sts evenly round neck edge. K 2 rows. Castoff. 

Sew ribbon to sides, leaving ends to tie. 

Mitts 

With No 3’/4 mm needles, cast on 35 sts and K 1 row. 

Change to No 4 mm needles and work 1 st to 8th row 

of patt as for 1st size of Back of Coat. 

K 4 rows. Next row — K2tog, * yfwd, K2tog; rep from 
* to last st, K1 (34 sts). 

Starting with a P row, work in stocking stitch until work 
measures 9 cm, ending with a P row. 

Shape top as follows; 1strow-.-(K1, K2togtbl, K11, 
K2tog, K1 ) twice. 2nd and every alt row — P. 3rd 

row — (K1 , K2togtbl, K9, K2tog, K1 ) twice. 

5th row — (K1 , K2togtbl, K7, K2tog, K1 ) twice. 7th 
row — (K1 , K2togtbl, K5, K2tog, K1 ) twice. Castoff. 

TO MAKE UP 

Do not press. 

Join seam and cast-off edges. 

Thread ribbon through holes at wrist.
